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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election without traverse of Claims 7-13 is acknowledged. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 7-13 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As to Claim 7, the prior art of record taken along or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious a split waveplate for spatially rotating polarization direction of 
a first portion of the input signal to a first rotated direction and spatially rotating 
polarization direction of a second portion of the input signal to a second rotated direction 
orthogonal to the first rotated direction, in combination with the rest of the limitations of 
the claim. 

As to Claim 1 1 , the prior art of record taken along or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious spatially rotating the input signal such that t one half of the 
power of the input signal is within a first polarized portion of the input signal while the 
other half of the power of the input signal is within a second polarized portion of the 
input signal, the second polarized portion being orthogonally polarized relative to the 
first polarized portion, in combination with the rest of the limitations of the claim.
